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Tories to boycott town council election 


CREWKERNE Conservatives have announced 
a boycott of the town council elections. The 
party won’t field a single candidate for the May 
7th poll, saying the town council is “politicised”. 

The 12 seats will be contested by 25 candidates, 
but not one will be Conservative. 

Crewkerne & Misterton Conservatives chairman 
Peter Chard issued a statement saying: “The Con¬ 
servative Party in Crewkerne has taken the deci¬ 
sion not to field candidates for the forthcoming 
town council election. 

“Unlike many parish councils, Crewkerne Town 
Council is politicised and the council has for too 
long made decisions on party lines that have not 
always been in the best interests of the town. 

“The Liberal Democrats have been the dominant 
party for over 20 years and during that time coun¬ 
cillors have taken on responsibility for amenities 
that they are not legally obliged to provide and 
have doubled the number of staff employed to ad¬ 
minister these assets. 

“The county and district councils have made 
economies which have enabled them to freeze their 
portion of the council tax whilst these additional 
liabilities have resulted in the town council asking 
for more and more money each year and during the 
past five years the town council portion of the rates 
has increased by 29.8 per cent and this year a fur¬ 
ther 4.9 per cent. 

“Crewkerne Conservatives believe that town and 
parish councils should be non-political and that 
councillors should be free to vote on issues not on 
party political lines but as their conscience guides 
them. 

“This is why you will not see Conservative can¬ 
didates on the ballot form. 

“However, we will be fielding a full team of Con¬ 
servative candidates for the district council elec¬ 
tion.”

Mr Chard wouldn’t comment further when asked 
why the party wouldn’t try to win enough seats to 
change the town council. 

He did say, however, that the party had two can¬

SEATON 

Artist hits out at 
wave sculptures 

A LOCAL artist has blasted the decision to go 
ahead with plans for controversial sculptured 
waves and pillars at Fisherman’s Gap in Seaton. 

The final hurdle was climbed when the matter 
returned to East Devon District Council's (EDDC) 
Development Management Committee last 
month, having been deferred for further consul¬ 
tation earlier in the year. 

But Seaton-based artist Rich Webster said: “In 
short, they are terrible as art, as street furniture 
and as decoration. 

I have always made a positive objection to the 
plans, offering alternative possibilities rather 
than just objection. 

“I put these on to paper and offered them at the 
apparent consultation, where I was told no other 
plans could be considered at this late stage.”

Car hits tram on 
A3052 level crossing 

SEATON Tramway has warned drivers about the 
importance of level crossing safety after a car 
crashed into a tram in Colyford last Tuesday hav¬ 
ing failed to stop at a red light. 

The tramway’s chief executive, Jenny Nunn, has 
put the A3052 level crossing crash down to the 
actions of the motorist, driving a Vauxhall Corsa, 
which she said had “serious consequences". 

The driver has since been reported for driving 
without due care and attention. 

The incident occured at about 3:40pm last Tues¬ 
day, causing long tail-backs during heavy Easter 
holiday traffic and significant damage to one of 
the popular tourist attraction’s double-decker 
trams. Police closed the road at the Harepath 
Road junction in Colyford and Boshill Cross. 

The driver of the Corsa and one passenger of 
the tram sustained minor injuries. 

Mrs Nunn said: “Although the incident caused a 
long delay to both passengers and motorists that 
afternoon, I am thankful that no one was seri¬ 
ously injured. 

“The actions of the motorist failing to stop at the 
crossing lights had serious consequences and re¬ 
sulted in disruption for many travelling on the 
tramway on what should have been a pleasant 
afternoon’s trip, as well as to motorists using the 
A3052 at Colyford."

COUNCIL bosses have reassured frustrated Honi¬ 
ton residents that a regular pick-up service for 
cardboard and mixed plastics will form part of its 
new recycling contract. 

Steps are now being taken to resolve Honiton’s 
recycling crisis, but it’s likely to be a year before 
a long-term solution can be reached. 

East Devon District Council currently provides 
no kerbside pick-up service for cardboard and 
mixed plastics - and the lack of commercial fa¬ 
cilities in Honiton means residents are being 
forced out of the town to do their recycling. 

But EDDC says a permanent solution to the 
problem will form part of its new recycling and 
waste services contract.

AN OTTERY councillor has accused his district 
colleagues of “recklessness" over the authority's 
controversial relocation project. 

Councillor Roger Giles, a representative for Ot- 
tery, blasted fellow members of East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council for backing plans to move their 
offices away from Knowle, in Sidmouth. 

A deal has now been done to relocate the coun¬ 
cil’s headquarters to Honiton, with a secondary 
office at Exmouth Town Hall. 

But Councillor Giles, a determined critic of the 
entire process, refused to let the issue lie during 
a town council meeting last week. 

He said members had made a “shocking" deci¬ 
sion to press ahead with the project, despite a 
number of “unresolved" issues.

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Family pay tribute to Chard 
man killed in road accident 


A MAN who died following a fatal car 
accident in Whitelackington, near 
Ilminster, has been named as 27-year- 
old Chard resident Gary Powell. 

His family have issued the following 
tribute: "Gary was a loving husband, 
father, son, brother and friend and re¬ 
cently father to his four week old baby 
girl. He will be greatly missed by those 
he has left behind. 

"We will never forget you. You will 
be forever in our hearts." 

Witnesses are being sought following 
the accident at about 9.40pm on Easter 
Saturday, April 4th, on an unclassified 
road in Whitelackington, about 200 


metres west of Back Lane. 

Mr Powell was driving a Ford Focus 
which was in collision with a Ford 
Mondeo, travelling in the opposite di¬ 
rection. 

Despite receiving treatment, Mr Pow¬ 
ell died at the scene. The driver of the 
other vehicle suffered a fractured pelvis 
and a broken leg.

District council candidates 
announced for May election 


THE battle lines have been drawn for next month’s 
South Somerset District Council elections with nom¬ 
inations having closed. 

The council have announced those candidates who 
will be standing in the election on Thursday, May 7th, 
which will be held the same day as the General Elec¬ 
tion. 

There will be 60 seats on the council up for grabs 
in 39 different wards and it looks as if it will be a fas¬ 
cinating struggle for power. 

The Liberal Democrats currently hold a slender 
two-seat majority on the council and will come under 
fierce pressure to retain that stranglehold. 

The ruling Lib Dems hold 31 seats at present with 
the Conservatives on 25 and four independents. 

There are ten seats up for grabs in Chard, Crewk- 
erne and Ilminster and the outcomes of these could 
go a long way to determining the overall picture of 
the council make-up. 

There are five seats available in Chard and there 
will be a couple of new names representing the town 
at the district council following the election. 

The Avishayes ward is being contested by the Con¬ 
servatives’ Peter Amey, Labour’s Graham Forsyth, in¬ 
dependent candidate Cath Morrison and the Lib 
Dems’ Garry Shortland. 

The Combe ward is a three-way contest between 
Amanda Broom of the Conservatives, Green Party 
candidate Jon Lewes and the Lib Dems’ Steve War¬ 
wick. 

Avishayes is currently represented by the Lib Dems’ 
Nigel Mermagen, while the Combe ward has been 
held by the Conservatives’ Martin Wale. 

These two will be going head-to-head in the Black- 
down ward where Ros Roderigo is standing down as 
the Conservative member. The other candidate in 
Blackdown ward is Neil Arnold of the UK Independ¬ 
ence Party. 

Jenny Kenton will be hoping to see off the challenge 
of the Conservatives’ Paul Bradly to retain the Chard 
Crimchard ward for the LibDems. 

Brennie Halse is looking to maintain Chard Holy- 
rood ward for the Conservatives, although she will 
have to beat the LibDem candidate Jason Baker at the 
election. 

The fifth Chard seat - Jocelyn - will be a three-way 
battle between the current independent member Dave 
Bulmer, Conservative candidate Irene Glynn, and the 
Lib Dems’ Melanie Hudson. 

The three seats available in Crewkerne will be 
keenly contested with ten candidates having been put 
forward. 

Mike Best and Angie Singleton will be looking to 
retain their seats for the Lib Dems, while their third 
member, John Dyke, is now standing in the Wind- 
whistle ward against UKIP’s George Elliott and the 
sitting Conservative member Sue Osborne. 

The Lib Dems’ third candidate for Crewkerne is 
Robin Pailthorpe. 

Looking to break the LibDem stranglehold in 
Crewkerne will be the Conservative trio of Marcus 
Barrett, Adam Keen and Andrew Simkins. 


The Green Party has three candidates standing in 
Crewkerne as well with Nathan Harmer-Taylor, Ben 
Hartshorn and Katy Limmer. 

The other candidate standing in Crewkerne will be 
Labour's Martin Bailey. 

The two seats up for grabs in Ilminster will also be 
an interesting contest. Carol Goodall will be looking 
to retain her seat for the Lib Dems, while Val Keitch 
will be hoping to win the second seat for the party to 
replace Kim Turner who is standing down. 

Stuart Shepherd and Sean Clarke are standing for 
the Conservatives in Ilminster, while voters are also 
being given the opportunity to vote for UKIP candi¬ 
date Don Kinder, Peter Lansdown for the Green Party 
and Paul Sellers of Labour.

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Rotarians enjoy talk on last Vulcan bomber 
ahead of its final appearance at Yeovilton 


AS the last remaining Vulcan bomber, XH558, is 
set to draw in the crowds at its final engagement 
at Yeovilton Air Day this year, members of the 
Rotary Club of Ilminster were thrilled to welcome 
former RAF navigator Paul Bradly to speak on 
the subject. 

Paul, a Somerset lad born in Crewkerne, joined 
the air force at age 19 as a bomb aimer navigator, 
and after his training joined the radar crew in 
1962. 

The Vulcan was originally commissioned just 
after the Second World War as part of a Quick Re¬ 
action Alert Force and could be airborne in four 
minutes. 

During this Cold War period, and amid concerns 
over the nuclear threat from the Soviet Union, in 
addition to conventional weapons Paul explained 
that the Vulcan’s primary aim was to drop nuclear 
bombs, which had such exotic names as Red 
Beard, and Yellow Sun. 

Paul (pictured) had actually flown missions in 
this revered bomber and explained that there was 
a crew of five on board, on permanent readiness 
and working 40 day shifts in rotation. In addition 
to two pilots, the crew included two navigators 
and an electronics officer. 

Squeezed into a tiny cockpit, it was only the pi¬ 
lots who had ejector seats; the other crew mem¬ 
bers sat below the pilots, facing backwards and 
in total darkness. 

Although some training flights took place in the 
UK, many were carried out over the sparsely pop¬ 
ulated areas of north east Canada, operating from 
the air base at Goose Bay. 

In addition to the Vulcan’s warfare role there 
were occasional one-off activities. One memo¬ 
rable occasion was when the crew were selected 
to perform the Vindicator bomber flying se¬ 



quences in the James Bond film “Thunderball”. 
The film company made a donation to the RAF 
Benevolent fund and Paul, along with his col¬ 
leagues, was invited to spend the day at Pinewood 
Studios where they got to meet Sean Connery and 
Christine Auger, the female lead. 

The Vulcan was eventually replaced for active 
service by the Tornado aircraft, with many going 
to museums. However, a band of enthusiasts de¬ 
cided to get one aircraft, the XH558, back into the 
air, which they managed to achieve in 2007. 

This year will see its last airborne appearance at 
this year’s Yeovilton Air Day on Saturday, July 
11th, as technical problems make it difficult to 
maintain flying approval.

Trail-blazing apprentices call for 
local businesses to follow their lead 


A CUTTING-edge Somerset County Council initia¬ 
tive helping young people facing disadvantage gain 
invaluable training and experience is calling for other 
organisations to follow its lead. 

Thirty-five young people in Somerset have now 
benefitted from the council’s flagship training 
scheme, Pathway to Employment, since its launch in 
2013. 

The programme helps young individuals, who 
might need things done differently to find employ¬ 
ment, to secure work opportunities across Somerset. 
It may be that the young person is disabled, has a 
learning difficulty, or is a care-leaver, for example. 

The nature of these opportunities depends on what 
is best for the young person, through an assessment 
with Somerset Skills and Learning. It may be work 
experience or a supported work placement, a trainee- 
ship or a 12-18 month apprenticeship. 

Over the last year, thanks to the programme, young 
people in the county have gained new skills in chil¬ 
dren’s centres, nurseries, schools, in transport and IT 
services, and even the County Hall canteen. 

Graduates from the scheme are now encouraging 
other organisations and companies of all sizes to fol¬ 
low in the council’s footsteps. 

Kane Clarke, who benefitted from the scheme in its 


first year, said: “Before joining the council I wasn’t 
sure what direction my future might take. The Path¬ 
way to Employment scheme gave me an opportunity 
at a time I most needed it. 

“I’ve now been at the council for a couple of years 
and in that time I’ve had two promotions.” 

Apprentice Aaron Dyte added: “Other organisations 
and businesses should think about starting up their 
own Pathway to Employment scheme. It would help 
create even more opportunities in different sectors to 
the wide variety of people who live in the county of 
Somerset.” 

Councillor Anna Groskop, cabinet member for HR 
and Transformation at Somerset County Council, 
said: “We really are keen for other organisations, big 
and small, to adopt this scheme, and see for them¬ 
selves just how rewarding it is to be able to give valu¬ 
able experience and training to young people from a 
range of different backgrounds, both for those indi¬ 
viduals, and for a company.”

Fire chiefs issues warning after thatch fire 


EAST Devon and South Somerset fire chiefs are 
warning thatched property owners to take extra 
care in their homes, following a devastating blaze 
that destroyed a pub in West Dorset last week. 

The Clockhouse Inn at Chideock, between Lyme 
Regis and Bridport, was gutted by a chimney fire 
that quickly spread to the building’s thatched roof. 

Safety bosses over the border believe a similar 
tragedy could strike unless homeowners take 
steps to protect their properties. 

“Fire in a thatched roof is difficult to detect and 
once started is difficult to control”, said Marc 
House, community safety prevention manager at 
Devon and Somerset Fire and Rescue Service. 

“Once a fire has taken hold within a roof it will 
spread rapidly, due to the very nature of how 
thatch burns, and often the results are devastat¬ 
ing. 

“A thatched home can be ruined not only by the 


fire but by the amount of water needed to put it out. 
Within an ancient cottage, water can dissolve old 
cobb walls as well as causing serious water dam¬ 
age throughout.” 

Crews from East Devon and South Somerset 
were among the 14 teams called to the blaze in 
Chideock on Bank Holiday Monday. Despite their 
best efforts, the 16th century pub was completely 
destroyed. 

Now officers are keen to ensure further thatch 
properties are not at risk from wood-burning 
stoves, electrical faults or structural deficiencies. 

Discarded cigarettes and garden bonfires have 
also been known to spark fires at thatched prop¬ 
erties, officers say. 

Mr House advised that thatch property owners 
have their chimney swept regularly and have a fire 
alarm installed and regularly tested.

WHAT a game! Centralians, who are one of 
the strongest teams in the league, were 
under the cosh for most of the first half in 
this crazy game and afterwards descibed 
Chard as having ‘as good a set of forwards 
as they have faced over the whole cam¬ 
paign'.
